TELLING TRANSIT’S STORY 


By Warren Pollard 


In nis attmens, Mr Pollard warned that the future 
would bring a “long, hard pull.” He predicted that 
transit would feel the pinch of manpower shortages 
first, then a scarcity of vehicles, a shortage of repair 
parts and finally fuel 

With euch an outlonk facing us, he said, we would 
be derelict in our duty if we didn't reise our voices 
loud and long in preparation for this job 

“This ie no time for letting people take our big job 
for granted. We know that public transit service is ir 
dispensable to our community and vital to the defense 
of the nation in thie emergency We know that the 
maintenance of good public transportation service wae 
at least one of the vital factors contributing to our 
country's enormous production record of World War I! 

“To obtain our objectives thie time, we must do the 
kind of selling job I dowbt this industry has ever done 
before—eelling to Washington eat all levels, and to 
general public for the probable imposition of conserva 
tien messures that may be applied in the event of al! 
out war,” declared Pollard 

As for the Washington level, he said the industry 
muet impress apeon all agencies the fact that the transit 
industry is essential, that preferential ratings are needed 
for materials, parte and vehicles 

At the local lewel, he eaid, it ie imperative that transit 
companies impress upen public officials and the public

Express Prometion 


Since all of the eight Continental 
Companies do not solicit bus ex- 
press, there has been little or no 
system-wide promotion of this kind 
However, certain of the individual 
companies have promoted bus ex- 
press with considerable success 

This merchandising has consisted 
primarily of personal solicitation 
with the use of some direct mail 
Much of the success of the personal 
solicitation can be attributed to the 
use of merchandising tools, such as 
folders on express service, system 
maps, time tables, rate cards, agen- 
cy station lists, and bus express 
stickers. Such items not only serve 
as conversation openers, but also as 
permanent reminders of Continen- 
tal's bus express service, since they 
are of definite value to a shipper 
and are constantly being used by 
him 


Safety Promotion

One method is the use of a spe 
cial Safety Unit Bua, equipped with 
instruments for conducting driving 
ability testa. The Safety Unit is in 
constant demand by local groupes 
during safety campaigns on achool 
campuses and by civic organiza 
tions 

The public interest angle in con- 
nection with the use of the Safety 
Unit has created excellent publicity, 
favorable to Continental and the 
bus industry as a whole 


Conclusion 


We all know that the bread and 
butter of the bus industry are the 
passengers who ride our buses out 
of necessity. But we also know that 
the gravy will come from selling 
those people in the middle income 
bracket who can afford other types 
of transportation 

Due to the rapid growth and «x 
pansion of the inter<ity bus busi 
ness, the emphasia in the past few 
years has understandably 
service and equipment.

Since a coach 
comes through the garage for in 
spection at that time, why not lu 
bricate’ In this way there no 
special lubrication trip and the job 
is always done on schedule 

What has said about the 
2.500-mile inepection applies equal 
ly as well on the 40,000-mile in 
spection, The latter ie bat a 2,500 
mile inspection on a more thorough 
basis plus scheduled unit assembly 
changes and major repairs 
are handled through work orders 
which have been 
mileage basi« 

While some in the industry may 
feel that these inapections are to 
frequent, Atlanta Transit says that 
from ite experience they have 
worked well and reduced operating 
costa and made for smoother opera 
tions.
